Burned 
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BURNED WRECKAGE 


OF AIR LINER FOUND 
FAR IN MOUNTAINS 


Snow Thaw Halts Rescue 


Parties; Debris Sighted 
From Air; All Hope for 


Eight Is Abandoned. 


SPRINGVILLE, Ariz., April 6.— 
(P)—Deep snow, thawed by a day 
of sunshine, abruptly halted late 
today the efforts of ground search- 
ing parties to reach the wreckage 
of a Douglas sky liner and its 
eight occupants, believed dead. 

Unable to walk through the soft 
snow, which ranged from five to 
six feet in depth, members of two 
ground parties returned to Mc- 
Nary, about 35 miles west of here, 
tonight. 

They planned to join forces and 
set out again at daybreak, when 
the cold night of high .elevations 
will have frozen a hard crust on 
top of the snow. 

They carried axes, to fell trees 
and construot a rude bridge across 
the White river, which lies be- 
tween McNary and Mt. Baldy, 
where the plane’s wreckage was 


‘sighted by air today. 


No hope was held that any of 
the eight persons aboard the ship 
could have survived its crash into 
the side of Mt. Baldy, 10,500-foot 
peak towering out of the rugged 
country about 30 miles west of 
the New Mexi-9 line. 

Partially Hidden by Grove. 

Major A. D. Smith, first to take 
off in a four-plane search this 
morning sighted the wreckage on 
the west slope of the peak. No 
identifying signs were visible 
among the twisted mass, partially 
hidden in an aspen grove. 

“Lost Douglas plane found by 
me at an altitude of 8,500 feet,” 
Smith radioed. “Deep snow and 
scattered timber in this area, with 
no trail or road within approxi- 
mately seven miles. 

“Plane obviously flew into can- 
yon wall and appears to have 
burned. There is no sign of life 
near the wreck. 

“Due to deep snow it will prob- 
ably require two or three days to 
reach the wreckage.” 

He flew his tri-motor transport 
to the site almost without veering 
from a straight course, then swung 
in a wide circle when newsmen 
and others in his plane sighted 
the shapeless mass below. It was 
a full half-hour later before the 
spot could be found again and Ma-

Basques Routed in Bloody

Insurgent troops battled fiercely 
last night in their drive on Bilbao, 
in northern Spain, leaving many 
government dead on one rain- 


swept Basque field while govern- 
ment militiamen claimed impor- 
tant advances in Cordoba prov- 
ince, in southern Spain. 

The Insurgents, within sight of 
strategic Durango, 16 miles from 
Bilboa, called for “immediate sur- 
render” by residents of Vizcaya 
province.

Conversations went far be- 
yond the workings of the interna- 
tional sugar conference for which 
Davis ostensibly came to Europe. 

Discusses New Scheme. 

Davis’ conversations were be- 
lieved to center around the new 
Anglo-French-Belgian scheme for 
rehabilitation of world trade and 
a smashing of its barriers. 

The project contemplates reviv- 
al—with United States co-opera- 
tion—of the defunct 1933 London 
economic conference at which Da- 
vis was the United States dele- 
gate. 

Decisions which may fix the 
destiny of war-plagued Europe, 
and perhaps the world, may spring 
from the conference now under 
way here, diplomats believed. 

Davis intimated at a bgnquet 
last night an international sugar

Governor Frank Murphy an- 
nounced tonight that an agreement 
has been reached ending the 
Chrysler automotive strikes and 
that it provides for recognition by 
the corporation of the United Au- 
tomobile Workers of America as 
the collective bargaining agency of 
its members employed by the firm. 
The settlement of the strike 
will return approximately 65,000 
Chrysler workers and some 20,000 
employes of dependent parts man- 
ufacturers to their jobs. 

The union, claiming that 59,000 
of the 67,000 Chrysler Corporation 
employes were members, had ask- 
ed for sole bargaining rights and 
called the strike March 8 when 
this demand was rejected. 

The terms also provided, the 
Governor said, that the corporation _- 
“will not aid, promote ‘or ‘firiance ”- 
any labor group or organization” 
cf any other union which might 
“undermine” the U. A. W. A, 

No Sit-Downs. 

In return, the union pledged 
that it would call no sit-down 
strikes nor permit its members to 
engage in any in Chrysler plants 
for the duration of the compact, 
which extends to March 31, 1938. 

The union agreed also that 
“neither it nor its members will 
intimidate or coerce employes” 
and also not “to solicit members 
on corporation time or plant 
property.” 

Governor minds who brought 
together Walter P. Chrysler and 
John L. Lewis, announced an 
agreement had been reached at 
8:08 p. m. (Atlanta time).

The agreement follows: 

Agreement entered into in this

Senator Smith Drafts Bill 
for Greater Protection 
of Producers. ) 


WASHINGTON, April 6.—(/)— 
Senator Smith, of South Carolina, 
said today he would propose 
broadening the powers of the fed- 
eral cotton grading act in an ef- 
fort to give greater protection to 
producers as to the grade and 
staple of their product. 


Under the plan announced by 
Smith, bonded government grad- 
ers would stamp the grade and 
staple on a bale of cotton when it 
came from the gins. The stamp 
would remain on the bale until 
the cotton reached the ultimate 
purchaser, 


Smith said this would give pro- 
ducers a guarantee as to the grade 
and staple of their cotton as well 
as a similar guarantee to pur-

of an enemy threatening to attack. 
The secty. of war, impatient at the 
failure of Genl. Johnston to in-

General Declares Strategic 
Position Seems ‘Made to 
Order.’ 


BERLIN, April 6.—(#)—The 
United States is best equipped 
nations to defend itself against air 
attack, Major Herhudt von Roh- 
den sets forth in a survey of world 
aerial powers.

The second major Atlanta proj- 
ect calls for the construction of a 
new bridge immediately beyond 
the present Cheshire bridge just 
off Piedmont road on the Atlanta- | 
Buford highway. This project also | 
provides for the paving of about 
a mile between Piedmont avenue 
and the two bridges. It will com- 
plete the new $750,000 road to Bu- 
ford, Gainesville and points north- 


ward. 
Third Project. 

The third Atlanta project will 
be the construction of an over-'| 
head bridge and concrete ap- 
proaches over the Anderson ave- 
nue crossing of the Western and 
Atlantic Railroad. This bridge is 
near the Battle Hill sanitarium. 

Highway department engineers 
estimated that the Ponce de Leon 
avenue-Lawrenceville road cutoff 
will cost $101,900, that the new 
bridge off Piedmont avenue, which 
will span Peavine creek, will cost, 
together with the paving, $116,- 
300, while the W. & A. underpass 
will cost $20,200. 

Another important project to be 
contracted for in the letting will 
be one providing for the brick 
paving of Cotton avenue in Ma- 
con from College street to Mul- 
berry street, costing about $110,- 
500. Cotton avenue is a part of 
the main highway leading from 
Atlanta into Macon, 

Other Items. 

Other projects in the letting in- 
clude: 

Double surface treatment of 
0.271: miles on the Washington- 
Lincolnton highway. Cost $65,600. 

Double surface treating of 
1.982 miles inside the city of So- 
perton. Cost $38,500. 

Paving of 3.062 miles on the 
Canton-Waleska road in Cherokee 
county. Cost $48,000. 

Construction of two bridges on 
the Midville-Millen road in Jen- 
kins county. Cost $11,800. This 
is a state aid job. 

On Friday of this week the 
highway board will receive bids 
on about $456,000 worth of state 
and federal paving, grading and 
bridge projects. It is planned to 
have two lettings a month be- 
tween now and July 1 in order 
that the state may use up its un- 
spent portion of federal highway 
funds.

Council placed itself in an indefensible po- 
sition in taking action which, in effect, re- 
moves the Grady hospital board of trustees 
from final responsibility for the administra- 
tion of that institution. 

Certainly the board—which, since it has 
been in charge of the hospital, has revolution- 
ized conditions in this great institution devoted 
to the care of the sick.and suffering of the city 
~—cannot be held responsible if it is deprived of 
s0 fundamental an authority as that of saying 
who shall name and discipline the members of 
the staff. 

Whether a change in the present system is 
needed is not the vital question at stake. It 
is whether the nonpolitical board shall con- 
tinue to be the authoritative body over the 
hospital, or whether the institution shall again 
be put under the blighting influence of petty 
politics. 

Certainly, however, there can be no ques- 
tion of the danger involved in council’s assum- 
ing to take action which should be left in the 
hands of the Grady board of trustees. 

The history of this municipal institution de- 
voted to the care.of the sick and suffering is 
convincing evidence of the destruction of effi- 
ciency certain to follow the introduction of po- 
litical influence into its control. 

In its early days, when it was under the 
sole control of a group of Atlanta’s finest citi- 
zens, with such men as the late Colonel Robert 
Lowry as chairman of the board, the hospital 
won nation-wide reputation as the equal of any 
public hospital of its size in the country. 

Later, direction of the hospital’s affairs was 
. taken from that board and lodged in city coun- 
cil. It became the center of political and fac- 
tional disputes, the football for the ambitions 
and individual prejudices of politicians. 

The deterioration in the hospital and its 
service was so rapid as to hold elements of the 
dramatic. Instead of the fine institution it 
had been, the pride of Atlanta and the envy 
of other cities, it became a disgrace to the city. 

The creation of a new board to handle its 
affairs rescued Grady trom the evils of political 
dominance, Again under the direction of un- 
selfish and able business and professional men 
and civic leaders, an immediate change in con- 
ditions at Grady was put under way. 

Grady hospital now has regained much of 
the prestige and ability to serve that it had 
Jost during its era of political control. Today 
it is once again a source of pride to the city. 

If there is, as charged, clashing authority 
and internal disputes at Grady, certainly the 
board which has accomplished such remark- 
able improvements in the institution is capable 
of taking whatever action is necessary and 
advisable. 

Council must not seek to assume authority 
again over the hospital’s administration. 

That authority must, if the hospital is to 
continue to serve the people as it is capable of 
serving, if it is to continue to advance and to 
improve in efficiency, remain solely in the 
hands of the board which has demonstrated 
its ability to direct the institution properly and 
wisely. 


FOR A PERMANENT CCC 
“There is ample useful work in the protec- 
tion, restoration and development of our natu- 
ral resources, upon which the services of the 
corps may be employed advantageously for an 


extended future period,” said President Roose- 
velt in his message to congress urging legisla- 
tion for a permanent Civilian Conservation 
Corps of 300,000 enrollees. 

Informed Americans will indorse that view 
with the heartiest approval. The CCC has won 
the golden opinion of all observers. It was 
forced upon us by.the depression, but it can 
function with equal effectiveness in normal 
times. 

It was a godsend during the dark days 
when it took out of idleness hundreds of thou- 
sands of young men and gave them tasks that 
not only saved their morale, but contributed 
vastly to the improvement of the national 
wealth and well-being in field and forest. It 
would help incalculably, so long as unemploy- 
ment remains a shadow upon our life, to pro- 


find to entertain you. 


vide channels for the energy and hope of 
youth that, but for this outlet, would be cer- 
tain to rust because of inactivity and boredom. 

Those who shaped the CCC program builded 
better than they knew. It must have been 
conceived as just another stopgap. It turns 
out to have a significance that was not 
dreamed of. It is a fine piece of social engi- 
neering, and deserves to be made part of that 
system dedicated to a better life which the 
New Deal is seeking. The strength which the 
CCC has brought forth is even more impor- 
tant than the relief it has given. 

A plan so successful in operation, so blessed 
in its effects, and so inexhaustible in its pos- 
ibilities should become a fixed part of the pat- 
tern of national service to which our govern- 
ment is committed. 


FOR ECONOMY, EFFICIENCY 


Proposed construction of a new federal 
building, to house the many activities of the 
federal government which are centered in At- 
lanta, is based on wise business policy. 

Governmental activities are now housed in 
offices scattered all over the city. Many of 
them are in quarters not properly adapted to 
their use and all labor at a great disadvantage 
because of the difficulties of communication 
with other offices with which, in most in- 
Stances, there must be frequent contact. 

Nearly all of these federal activities are of 
a permanent nature. Few are temporary and, 
even though a limited number may eventually 
be discontinued, others are coming to more 
than take their place. 


Administration of the details of the social ' 


security branch of the federal government 
alone will soon call for a large increase in 
office facilities. 

The government is today paying out large 
sums in rent for the quarters occupied in At- 
lanta. Soon this figure will reach $200,000 an- 
nually. The total of these rents would quickly 
cover the cost of constructing the proposed new 
building, estimated at $3,000,000. 

The proposed site for the new building—the 
lot bounded by Forsyth, Marietta, Fairlie and 
Walton streets, and including the site of the 
old city hall—is ideal. It would be separated 
from the main postoffice, which also contains 
the United States courts and the headquarters 
of the army for the fourth corps area, only by 
the width of Walton street. Overhead, covered 
spans are proposed to connect the two build- 
ings. It would be in easy reach of the new 
postoffice building at Forsyth, Hunter and 
Spring streets, and of the Federal Reserve 
Bank. 

Senators Walter F. George and Richard B. 
Russell Jr., together with Congressman Robert 
Ramspeck, of the fifth Georgia district, are 
seeking an appropriation to cover the cost of 
the site and building. 

From every standpoint—for economy, for 
greater efficiency and for future preparedness 
for necessary expansion—the federal govern- 
ment would take a wise step in the construc- 
tion of the building. 

Approval of the project should be unani- 
mous and enthusiastic. 


INTERSTATE CO-OPERATION 


Georgia is one of 18 state which are mem- 
bers of the Council of State Governments and 
which have established commissions’ on inter- 
state co-operation. Twenty other states are 
expected to enact the necessary measures dur- 
ing the year so they may likewise take part 
in this exceedingly worth-while organization. 

The council, which has its headquarters in 
Chicago, has for its purpose the establishing 
and maintaining of governmental machinery 
to facilitate communication, negotiation, un- 
derstandings and co-operation between each 
state and the other states of the Union, both 
regionally and nationally. «It is primarily con- 
cerned with those governmental problems over 
which the federal government has no jurisdic- 
tion, problems which cannot be adequately 
handled by one state alone and which require 
the co-operative legislative and administrative 
action of other states as well. 

There is a wide field of service for such an 
organization as this. If it achieves no other 
goal than securing a greater degree of under- 
standing of each other’s problems and a greater 
willingness. to co-operative action between the 
various states, it will have justified its exist- 
ence in welding even closer into one nation 
the 48 commonwealths which compose the 
United States of America.

He may 
be sold or traded like a mule and 
a deal was reported a few years 
ago in which a player was traded 
for a bird dog. 

From the hour that he signs his 
first contract as a boy to the end 
of his active career, the profes- 
Sional ballplayer must serve any 
owner who buys him anywhere in 
the United States, for whatever 
wage the owner offers.

LAND GOST ARGUED 


Root’s Dislike of Campaigning Cost 
Him Presidency, High Court Seat 


Hanna and Other Prominent Republicans Urged Him To 
Take Second Place on McKinley Ticket—‘T. R.’ Did 
and Became Chief Executive. 


The story of Elihu Root—the 
lawyer who, for more than 40 
years before his recent death at 
the age of 92, was the man behind 
American history—is told here in 
a series of articles, of which this 
is the fourth.

Shortly after Elihu Root be- 
came McKinley’s secretary of war, 
he turned down his first chance 
to be President, although he could 
not have known what was in 
store. A little while before the 
Republican national convention of 
1900, Mark Hanna, Tom Platt, 
Senator Aldrich and Henry C. 
Paine came to see him and for- 
mally offered him the vice presi- 
dential nomination. Theodore 
Roosevelt was in favor of it, per- 
haps partly because he had rather 
a yearning to be secretary of war 


‘himself. Lodge reported to Roose- 


velt that Root’s selection had been 
decided upon. But Root talked to 
the President and they agreed it 
was more important for him to 
carry on with’ his work in the 
War Department. After much 
wavering, Roosevelt accepted the 
second place on the ticket and 
thus he instead of Root succeeded 
to the presidency when McKinley 
was assassinated. 

“T never heard Mark Hanna say 
but one mean thing,” Root re-

In 1916, Root did allow his en- 
thusiastic friends to put his name 
in nomination for the presidency.

But he would not lift a finger to 
help his own candidacy. With 
Theodore Roosevelt opposing his 
nomination and Hughes splitting 
the vote of the new delegation, it 
was not surprising that the con- 
vention did not nominate him. 

Root also turned down in 1908 
a chance to sit on the supreme 
court. “There is nothing in the 
story about the chief justiceship,” | 
he wrote his friend, Judge Willard | 
Bartlett. “The President offered| 
me the appointment as associate! 
justice to fill the vacancy to which |

(In 1839 Abner Double- 
day originated the game of 
baseball at Cooperstown, New 
York.) 

Macon comes back with 
the Sally league in its second 
year of the revival of baseball 
in the south. The old leagues, 
or their counterparts, all are 
back in action once more. 

(In his memoirs written 
Shortly before his death, John 
McGraw said the squeeze play 
was originated in Macon, Ga., 
when the old Orioles were play- 
ing there.) 

Baseball in the south has 
staged a very remarkable re- 
vival, come to think on it. The 
game ebbed and flowed with 
prosperity. Only the strong 
leagues survived. Even the 
Southern association, strongest 
of the minor leagues, saw Mo- 
bile lose a franchise and Knox- 
ville gain one. Little Rock, on 
the ragged edge of bankruptcy, i 
was reorganized and pulled 
through. In the past two sea- JOHN McGRAW. 
sons the Little Rock organization paid dividends, 

(In 1845 the winning club was the first one to 
score 21 innings, called aces, without regard to the 
number of innings, or hands, played. The first match 
game on record was between the Knickerbockers and 
the New Yorks, played at Hoboken, N. Y., and was won 
by the Knickerbockers, 23 to 1, in four “hands.’’) 


An important development in baseball has been the semi- 
pro leagues formed in the mill villages. Within two seasons 
good parks have been built, excellent teams have been devel- 
oped and already are sending their products to the organized 
leagues.

THE RESPONDER’S REBIDS. 

The problem of the responder, 
when the opener has made one of 
the rebids previously described, is 
essentially a simple one. He should 
choose exactly the same type of 
rebids as the opener, if he has 
added values, and he should pass 
if he has no added values, unless 
the rebid was forcing. 

The responder counts his “mini- 

as one honor trick if he 

made a one-over-one or one no- 
trump takeout, and rebids freely 
on any sort of strength in excess 
of that figure. However, if the 
first response was two of a suit, 
the opener has already assumed 
that the responder has one and a 
half or two honor tricks. 


When the opener: has made a 
strength showing rebid, the re- 
sponder should carry the bidding 
on to game with one and a half 
honor tricks, or with one honor 
trick and trump support for the 
opener’s suit, or with a strong 
suit of his own.

South now led the queen 
of hearts, hoping that West would 
pass it, which would permit 
throwing him on lead with a sec- 
ond heart, to force a club or dia- 
mond return. West was too smart 
for this, however, He stepped up 
with the heart ace and returned 
the jack to make declarer do his 
own finessing. South led a dia-| 
mond to the jack and, when it 
held, again visioned being able to 
throw West on lead for a. forced 
club return. He laid down the 
diamond ace and led a third round. 

But, alas, for his hopes! East 
came through with a beautiful 
protection play. Instead of allow- 
ing his partner to be thrown on 
lead, East produced his remaining 
trump which, of course, was 
worthless for any other purpose. 
A club return through South’s ace 
salvaged West’s king for him, and 
the extra trick vanished into the 
night.

GIVE THE BABY APPLE AND 
BANANA. 

Quoting from the Brady Better 

Baby Book, ’36 edition—what, no 

copy in your house? All right, if 


you won’t risk a dime and a 
stamped addressed envelope to 
give the baby a better break— 

“At the age of four or five 
n:onths begin feeding the baby 
ripe banana daily. The skin of 
ripe banana is golden yellow, 
fiecked with brown spots, not 
black bruise marks; the pulp is 
mellow, sweet and soft but not 
mushy. Only about a teaspoonful 
daily at first, gradually increased 
week by week until the baby takes 
half a banana at the age of eight 
months. This solves the constipa- 
tion problem and makes puny, 
sickly, badly ~- nourished infants 
thrive.” 

The common notion that banan- 
as are difficult to digest is based 
upon the practice of eating them 
before they are ripe. Bananas, like 
apples or other fruit, when green 
contain considerable starch. Starch 
is not so easy for an infant to di- 
gest, especially uncooked starch. 
But the ripening process natural- 
ly converts most or all of the 
starch in fruit to easily digested 
sugars. Bananas, like oranges, ap- 
ples and other fruit, ripen best in 
the sun on the tree. But bananas 
kept at a moderate room tempera- 
ture, not too cold for cold prevents 
ripening, ripen nearly as well as 
they do in the sun on the tree. The 
baby’s daily banana feeding, by 
the way, is the convenient time to 
administer the daily vitamin D ra- 
tion for the prevention of rickets 
and to promote development of 
good teeth and bones and nerves 
ond muscles, as explained in the 
aforementioned baby book. 

Banana is more nutritious than 
potato, contains good quantities of 
vitamins A, B, C and G, and yields 
significant amounts of calcium. 


sugars of banana are not only 
eusily digested and readily absorb- 
ea (for immediate muscular ener- 
gy) but also tend to favor the 
growth of the acid producing bac- 
teria and to combat the putrefac- 
tive type of bacteria in the intes- 
tine. No reason why even a sickly 
infant eight or ten months old 
should not take one or two ba- 
nunas daily, and infants over 2a 
year old may advantageously eat 
half a dozen daily. 

Banina powder is available ir 
the stores. It is second only to the 
fresh ripe banana pulp for infant 
feeding. The spray-dried banana 
powder retains most of the natural 
vitamin A, B and C. 

Scraped raw apple is now used 
in the diet of young infants with 
acute diarrhea or intestinal trou- 
ble, with highly satisfactory re- 
sults. An exclusive raw apple diet 
is excellent in the treatment of 
ecute diarrhea or dysentery in 
adults—nothing but raw apple. as 
much as the patient wants, and 
perhaps a little weak tea without 
milk or sugar. Vacuum dried ap- 
pie powder, made in the same way 
as banana powder, is equally use- 
ful for the treatment of acute in- 
testinal troubles in infancy. ‘The 
exclusive apple diet may be con- 
tinued one, two or three days. Yes, 
I know this is a far cry from the 
aear old “cholera morbus” delu-

The 
last of these is faméd as the city 
where great fairs have been held 
for centuries past. It dates back 


to the year 1221, and is close to 
the center of European Russia, 
Five years ago, 
‘changed to Gorky, in honor of a 


the name was 


famous Russian. writer. . The city 
of Gorky has a population of 
about 350,000. 

South of Gorky lies the German 
Republic of the Volga. This re- 
gion is the home of great numbers 
of people whose ancestors came 
from western Europe. The popula- 
tion is mostly descended from 
Germans who came to settle be- 
tween 1762 and 1900. The Ger- 
man Republic of the Volga is a 
member of the Soviet union. 

The Volga is about as long as 
the Danube and the Rhine put to- 
gether, and it drains an area of 
more than half a million square 
miles. Each year it dumps into the 


Caspian sea an average of 44 cubic} 


miles of water, which is no small 
amount! : 

Fishing in the great river is 
both a sport and an industry. Each 
spring, hundreds of thousands of 
sturgeon leave the Caspian, to 
swim upstream to their spawning 
places. They battle against the 
current for a distance of about 
250 miles, until they reach gravel 
beds where they lay their eggs. 
Pike, perch, herring and lamprey 
also swim up the river in great 
numbers. 

Russian fishermen use hooks 
and-lines and nets to catch the 
fish, and also spear them. As the 
cold season comes on, most of the 
fish left in the river swim down- 
stream to the sea, but some reé- 
main in deep places, and live 
through the winter months under 
a heavy layer of ice on the river. 
The river is frozen for: three or 
four months, and during this pe- 
riod people travel along’ its course 
aboard sledges. Usually the ice 
breaks up about.the middle of 
April. | 

A song. known in our language 
as the “Volga Boatman” has been 
sung in many countries besides 
Russia. It dates back to the old 
days when people hauled barges 
upstream by walking along: the 
banks and tugging on ropes. Now- 
adays, during the open season, 
large numbers of steamers and 
motorboats pass up and down the 


‘river. Lumber is shipped south- 


ward from the northern forests. 
Canals connéct_the Volga with the 
Baltic sea, also with the White 


sea. -~ 

The Volga has more mouths 
than any other river of which I 
know. There are-eight big mouths, 
and close to 200 small ones. These
